THE STORM. 


It Amounts to.a Flood in 
Many Quarters. 


The Railroad Lines Generally out of 
Whack. 


Accident on the Escondido Branch 
Near Oceanside. 


Our Streets Converted Into Turbid 
Streams, and the Los Angeles 
River Showing Signs of 
Going on a Tear. 


The rain which commenced on 
Thursday morning last has poured 
down in copious libations intermit- 
tently ever since, and at midnight last 
night it was still raining slightly, 
showing that the storm was by no 
means ended. 

During the 24 hours between 5 p.m. 
on Friday and 5 p.m. last night the 
rain gauge showed a fall of 2.63 
inches, in addition to which two al- 
most unknown phenomena, a hail 
storm and thunder storm visited the 
city. A thunder clap was distinctly 
ages all over the city at about 4:30 p 5 

yesterday and was immediately 
preceded by a streak of livid 142 
which dazzled the eyes with its bri 
liancy, and considerably scared the 
older inhabitants, unused to electricity 
in the air. 

Some of the hailstones which fell 
during the shower in the forenoon 
were as large as acorns, and made 
skylights and tin roofs resound like a 
Chinese orchestra. No damage be- 
yond the breaking of a few panes of 
glass was reported. 

ALONG THE RIVER. 

A number of people braved the ele- 
ments and paid a visit to the river 
banks yesterday, expecting to see a 
repetition of the floods of five years 
ago, when the present Sheriff made 
such a record for himself. Their ex- 
pectations. however, were not real- 
ized for, although at places the water 
stretched from bank to bank, this was 
only at its narrowest points, and horse- 
men and children of all sizes and de- 
scriptions disported themselves in its 
current, which probably ran ocean- 
wards at a velocity of 10 miles an 

our 

A Tres reporter visited all the 
bridges in the course of his wander- 
ings yesterday. The Downey-avenue 
bridge was found to be unsafe for 
street-car traffic, two supports having 
been washed out by the main stream, 
me after noon no cars crossed either 

, though passengers were able to 
oa k across from one car to another 
without any perceptible danger. The 
Southern Pacific trestle bridge at the 
crossing appeared to be in condi- 
tion, but between this and the Kuhrts- 
street bridge most of the damage 
already done was found. 

THE LEVEE UNDERMINED. 

At the spot where the stream is di- 
verted across the channel, the water 
has undermined the woodwork of the 
Santa Fé levee, and made sorry work 
of the embankment, encroaching for 
about fifty feet in one place and 
twenty or so in another. A construc- 
tion train of flat cars loaded with 
brush, rocks and sand-bags, was on 
the spot, and gangs of men were hard 
at work trying to prevent further in- 


roads. 

At the Kuhrts-street bridge it was 
discovered that the bulkheads were 
too short for the required purpose, and 
here, again, the water dug into the 
banks, and but for the superhuman 
efforts of a few willing helpers, the 
bridge would have been disconnected 
with terra firma at the west end. 
Straw from the dunghills of the Desic- 
cating Works, trees, sand-bags, rocks 
and everything able to be manipulated 
were flung into the abyss, which, like 
the Minotaur of old, seemed abso- 
lutely unquenchable in its hunger for 
more. The old covered bridge at Macy 
street was unharmed, and looked the 
most substantial of any of the lot. 

THE SCENE OF THE FORMER FLOOD. 

The bulkheads of the Aliso-street 
bridge were also found too short for 
useful service, but beyond one un- 
pleasant 2 hole in the bank it 
was all right. 

The weakest place in the whole 
levee showed itself just where the 
main stream, after striking the bluff 
at the winery, swerves across to the 
wooden bulkhead. Here for a distance 
of 350 feet or more is a@ vast, yawning 
chasm between the track and the 
piles, which have been undermined by 
the flood. Here, also, the construction 
train was sent, and rocks, sandbags 
and brush were hurr iedly thrown in. 

The First-street foot-bridge is found 
to have completely collapsed at both 
ends so as to be impassable, and un- 
less the bulkheads of the Seventh- 
— bridge be protected in some 

there is a possibility of communi- 
onl on being cut off with the shore 
there also. 
IN THE CITY. 

The corner of Fort and Second 
streets was inundated for some time 
yesterday morning, and also during 
the afternoon. The storm water-drain 
was not sufficient to carry off the 
water which came pouring down in a 
regular torrent from the hill. The 

utters on both sides of Second street 
ooked like miniature mountain tor- 
rents, and quite a crowd collected to 
see the show. The storm-drain having 
become choked, it became necessary to 
tear up a large place so that the water 
could find entrance into the drain. 

The great need of capacious storm- 
drains at the corner of Beaudry ave- 
nue and Crescent avenue on Temple 
street was again made manifest. 
The Temple-street Cable Company 
had a force of men out in top-boots 
and oileloth coats, keeping the turbid 
creek that poured down Temple street 
within bounds. By the aid of sacks 
of sand and banks of earth they kept 
it off the track at Beaudry avenue, but 
at Crescent avenue it flowed in a wide 
sheet of water across the track and off 
by the cross street.

A COMMITTER TO INVESTIGATE 
| THE NEW RAILROAD. 


They Will Go in Wagons Over the 
Line to Southern Utah—Report- 
ing to the Chamber of Commerce 
<Ratlroad Washouts. 


Thomas Taylor of Iron county, who 
has been in this city during the past 
week in consultation with the Chamber 
of Commerce regarding a new railroad 
from this city through his part of the 
country, met with better success than 
he expected. It is believed by several 
influential members of the clffmber 
that there will be no difficulty in rais- 
ing $1,000,000 in Los Angeles to assist 
in building the road, and the chamber 
will appoint a committee to go over the 
proposed route and solicit subscrip- 
tions of the people along the line. 
Every property-owner will be givena 
chance to contribute his share toward 
the building of a road that will be of 
untold benefit to the entire southern 
‘coast. The gentlemen who are to make 
this trip will leave Los Angeles with 
teams, and will spend about three 
months on the road. They will be se- 
lected by the chamber, and will work 
under the instructions of that body 
and will keep in constant_communica- 
tion with the Executive Committee of 
the chamber. 

Mr. Taylor is confident that, if $1,- 
000,000 can be raised in Los Angeles, 
there wih be no trouble in securing the 
balance. 

Nothing of importance came to light 
régarding the building of the Carson 
and Colorado road from Keeler to 
Mojave yesterday.

members of the Chamber of Commerce 
were together all day, but they did not 
reach any decision regarding the mat- 
ter.

DOMESTIC MISERY. 


STORY OF A MAN WHO HAS 
BEEN IN HARD LUCK. 


G. H. Paine Narrates the Circum- 
stances of His Former Unhappy 
Wedlock—His Distressing Acci- 
dent at Redondo Beach and the 
Heartburning Treatment That 
Followed. 


- Acivil suit which was tried in Jus- 
tice Lockwood’s court Friday, the 
decision of which was given by the 
Justice yesterday, proves the open 
sesame to a chapter of domestic dis- 
cord and unhappiness which rarely 
finds a parallel, and which proves the 
truth of Tennyson’s lines: 
or, to be wroth with one we love 
th work like madness in the blood. 

The case was entitled Paine vs. 
Paine, and it was a suit brought by 
Mrs. S. Paine to recover $203,50 for the 
nursing and maintenance of her former 
husband after a disastrous railroad 
accident, which he suffered last sum- 
mer. The period of nursing covered 
about eight weeks, and the charge was 
$22 a week, or a trifle over $3 a day. 
After hearing all the evidence, the 
Justice concluded that instead of 
$203.50, as claimed, $76.50 would be 
about the right allowance to make, and 
he gave judgment for that amount yes- 
terday, giving a stay of execution until 
April 3d. 

?robably the history of this most un- 
pleasant affair would not have been 
ventilated in the newspapers had it 
not been that a version, evidently 
written from the plaintiff's standpoint, 
was published in two morning papers 
yesterday. 

Mr. Paine was seen by a TIMES re- 
porter yesterday, and he told his side 
ofthe story with such evident candor 
and such manifestations of poignant 
grief that anybody hearing the recital 
must have granted its sincerity. He 
said, in substance: 

“Concerning the troubles with my 
former wife, which led to our separa- 
tion, I don’t care to talk. She is a 
woman who has her tender impulses 
sometimes, but she is also possessed 
of a violent temper, and when she 
turns against a person she is bitter and 
vindictive. She brought an action 
against me for divorce, alieging cruel 
treatment and abusive language on 
my part. I let the case go by default. 
because, if I had contested it. I should 
have been forced to make disclosures 
that would have disgraced her and our 
children forever. ‘ 

“The divorce was granted, at any 
rate, and we began our separate lives, 
the children—two boys and a girl—re- 
maining with the mother. I gave up 
all the property I had in the world, 
merely reserving a life-lease on a place 
on which I expected to live. 

As my friends know, I am a watch- 
maker by trade, and up to the time of 
my dreadful accident last summer, I 
was employed at Bartlett’s, earuing a 
good salary. The children used to 
come into the store from time to. time 
to see me, and whenever they had any

A TEST CASE. 


A Frenchman Appeals to the United 
States Court for Justice. 

Suits werecommenced yesterday in the 
United States Circuit Court by Alfred 
Allec, a Frenchman, against O. M. 
Neece and C. C. Wilson, G. T. Insley 
and William Bush, claiming 86000 
damages for unlawful arrest, fine and 
imprisonment. Reece is Justice of the 
Peace of the township of San Luis 
Rey, in San Diego county, of which 
said place Wilson is Constable. It 
appears from the complaints that 
Reece, while sheepherding, was sub- 
pœnaed as a witness in a horse-stealing 
case, but net appearing on the day set 
for trial, September 10, 1888, he was 
arrested on a bench warrant next day 
and fined 880 or 30 days for contempt. 
Two of Allec’s friends signed a pro- 
m note for the required amount 
after his incarceration, and this was 
accepted by Reece in lieu of the fine 
and he was released. When the money 
became due and was paid, an effort 
was made to have the order vacated, 
one of the grounds being that the 10th 
of September, 1888, was a dies non, and 
that the J ustice had no jurisdiction on 
said day. He refused, however, to en- 
tertain any said proposition, hence the

A DANGEROUS CROSSING. 


Inquest on the Body of the Park 
Station Victim. 

Coroner Meredith yesterday morn- 
ing held an inquest on the body of 
John Knauff, the man killed by the 
engine of the Santa Monica train Fri- 
day afternoon, thé jury returning a 
verdict of acciderital death from being 
struck by the train, as aforesaid. 
There was some difference between 
the evidence before jury and the 
published accounts of the accident. 
Owing to a curve in the road, the en- 
gineer could not see the wagon until 
within two car lengths of it, when he 
at once sounded the danger signal, put 
on the air brakes and reve his en- 
gine. The engineer testified that the 
train was not going more than 12 miles 
an hour, and stopped within a train’s 
length after the accident. Another 
witness testified that. the horse did 
not appear to be frightened, and that 
he thought he could have been stopped. 
No blame is attached to the engineer, 
but from the evidence the place ap- 
pears to be dangerous from the fact 
that the curve is so near the crossing, 
and that it is impossible to see the 
train until it is almost at the place. 


GONE CRAZY. 


C. B. McDonald Arrested for some. 
Queer Antics. 

Yesterday Detective Brady went out 
to his house on Temple street and ar- 
rested a man named C. B. McDonald, 
who was recently confined in the 
County Jail as insane. McDonald is a 
man of some means, and up to a short 
time ago was considered a very fair 
business man. A short time ago, it is 
claimed, he went crazy on the subject 
of religion, saying that he had been 
especially deputized by the Lord to 
look out for the spiritual welfare of 
the wickedest men in the city, who, he 
said, were the real-estate agents.

THE SACRAMENTO SCANDALS. 


The extravagance of the State Leg- 
islature and the corruption of the dual 
Governorship at Sacramento continue 
to be the subject of indignant com- 
ment throughout the State. It is sel- 
dom that the entire government of a 
State has come in for such general de- 
nunciation from all sides, regardless 
of politics. As will be seen from a 
special San Francisco dispatch in this 


scarcely an exception, make a, very 
strong attack on the Governor, includ- 
ing even the Chronicle, whose propri- 
etor has just gone to Paris as Com- 
missioner, to which position he was 
appointed by the Governor. 

The Post is especially deliberate and 
severe in its charges. It shows that it 
has made public definite charges 
against the Governor’s secretary, Mar- 


was using his influence with the Gov- 
ernor for his private gain, specifying 
Several flagrant instances of such con- 
duct, and offering to furnish Mr. 
Waterman with the name of the au- 
thority on which these charges were 
made, but that nothing has been heard 
from Sacramento on the subject. 
From this it would appear that the 
Governor cares nothing for the re- 
peated and detailed charges that his 
private secretary is using his name for 
the purpose of making money. 

Whether or not the Governor isa 
sharer in the unlawful gains of his 
private secretary, there can no longer 
be any reasonable doubt that he is 
-oognizant of Boruck’s doings, and is 
therefore a sharer in his guilt. The 
statement that Waterman will not be 
a candidate for reélection is unneces- 
sary. He could not be reélected,. how- 
ever much he wanted to be. The idea 
of such a thing would provoke a howl 
of derision from one end of the State 
to the other. The rumor that Water- 
man and Borax are no longer on speak- 
ing terms needs confirmation. If this 
is the case, it is rather late for such an 
estrangement to take place—too late, 
in fact, for Waterman to benefit in 
public estimation by turning a cold 
shoulder to his secretary in public. 
California is indeed in a bad way, 
just now. With a Legislature that 
has shoveled out the people’s money 
as if it were dirt; a Governor whose 
private secretary acts as broker for 
the sale of the Governor’s honor, and 
a boss in San Francisco who buys up 
legislators by the piece and sells them 
to corporations in herds; with Borax 
—and necessarily Waterman—thrown 
in, as a premium, it is easy to believe 
that if the session were to extend over 
another 60 days, the State would be in 
danger of bankruptcy. There are, 
however, signs that the beginning of 
the end has been reached. The revolt 
in Oakland against railroad rule is a 
sign of the times. The people of Cali- 
fornia have become weary of bosses 
and corruption. We are going to have 
an era of cleanliness in politics, if we 
have to fight for it. 


OUR INLAND COMMERCE. 


Few Americans have any clear con- 
ception of the magnitude of the inland 
commerce of the country. A San 
Francisco contemporary calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the Sault Ste. 
Marie Canal carries more tonnage than 
the Suez Canal. The Suez Canal car- 
ries that portion of the traffic between 
Europe and the Orient which does not 
go around the Cape of Good Hope. 
The Sault Ste. Marie -Canal carries 
that portion of the traffic between the 
Northwest and the Eastern States and 
seaboard which does not go by rail. 
The number of vessels passing through 
the Sault Ste. Marie Canal is between 
two and three times greater than that 
going through the Suez. When the 
contemplated enlargement of the 
Sault Ste. Marie, giving it a depth of 
21 feet and a width of 100 feet, shall 
be completed, avery considerable in- 
crease in the tonnage passing through 
may be expected, as it will then beconte 
amore efficient competitor,with the 
railroads, beside feeling the effect of 
the rapid growth of the Northwest. 
There is another striking fact, that 
the tonnage of vessels, American and 
foreign, entering the port of New York 
from foreign ports does not greatly ex- 
ceed that passing through this canal. 
Add to this traffic the commerce of 
the Great Lakes which does not pass 
through the canal, add further the 
traffic of the rivers and other canals of 
the country and the enormous coast- 
ing trade and to that the work of our 
160,000 miles of railroad, and one 
gins to realize the magnitude of our 
interstate exchanges.

The Chronicle, whose pro- 
prietor, M. H. de Young, has justed started 
for Europe as commissioner to the Paris 
Exposition by appointment of the Governor, 
is as hostile as though no bribe had been 
offered it. 

The Bulletin today heads its Sacramento 
news The Field of Dishonor.” 

Even the cautious Call joins in the gen- 
eral denunciation of the Legislative rob- 
bers and jobbing executive department. 
The Post says editorially under the head- 
ing of 

“NO ANSWER.” ‘ 

“On Thursday last the Post mada public 
definite charges that Marcus D. Boruck, 
private secretary to Gov. Waterman, was 
using his influence with the Governor for 
his private gain. Three definite charges 
were stated, viz: That Boruck asked a can- 
didate who had been promised a certain im- 
portant office fora loan of $1000, and, fail- 
ing to receive it, used his influence success- 
fully to secure the appointment of anotner 
man; that the appointment of Alexander as 
Harbor Commissioner had been secured by 
Boruck by the use of the name of a prominent 
Republican, who denies emphatically that 
he ever made the request attributed to him; 
that Boruck has taken a contract to secure a 
veto of the Glenn County Bill, and held out 
improper inducements to a friend of Gov. 
Waterman to advise him to veto it. For all 
three of these charges the Post offered Gov. 
Waterman the name of the authority on 
which they were made, that he might for 
himself see how he had been abused and be- 
lied. Nothing has been heard from Sacra- 
mento of inquiry or denial. The Governor 
apparently cares nothing for the particulars 
of the charge that his private secretary is 
corruptiy using his position to his own 
profit. The private secretary has the wis- 
dom not te deny the charges, for he knows 
they are true, and can be proved. 

LIKE ANOTHER JUDAS ISCARIOT. 

“It may not be of importance to Gov. 
Waterman that his private secretary pos- 
sesses the attributes of character that made 
Judas Iscariot so odious that for nearly 
2000 years he has been held up as a monster 
of vice; but when Gov, Waterman allows 
such a man to interfere in matters of State, 
it is ot immense consequence to the people. 
That Boruck is a betrayer of confidence, a 
seeker of bribes, a trafficker in the influ- 
ence of his position, a skillful, cowardly, 
vindictive enemy, and a false and treacher- 
ous partisan, only concerns the people to 
the extent that he influences the Governor. 
Were he not the Governor’s secretary, he 
and his character would be left alone as 
severely as was his prototype, Judas.“ 

TRIUMPH OF 

In another article headed Triumph of 
the Sack“ the same paper announces the 
final defeat of the Mutual Insurance Bill by 
a vote of 37 ayes to 39 mays, and says: 
“These 39 have voted that so-called free- 
men of the State of California shall not be

FROM SAMOA. 


Full Details of Late Doings 
on the Islands, 


The German Backdown Complete in 
Every Respect. 


The Rival Native Chiefs Awaiting the 
Course of Events. 


The Feeling in Australia Very Bitter 
Against England--The Mother 
Country Charged with Plot- 
ting with Bismarck. 


By Telegraph to The Times. — 

Apia (Samoa), Feb, 26, via Steamship 
Zealandia.—Saw Francisco, March 16.— 
[Copyright, 1889, by the Western Associated 
Press.] During the past month affairs here 
have been practically at a standstill. The 
German authorities, consular and naval, 
have been exceedingly guiet. This state of 
inactivity dates back to the arrival of the 
steamer Wainui with dispatches for the 
German Consul on January 23d, and is, no 
doubt, the result of orders then received. 
The declaration of a state of war in the Sa- 
moan Islands seems to have become a dead 
letter, while the military occupation of 
Apia, which the declaration of martial law 
would seem to haye implied, has no exist- 
ence save in the maintenance of a stron 
guard at the German Consulate. A nomina 
guard is still kept at the American and 
English Consulates, in view of the fact that 
there have been no official retractions of 
these declarations and of the numerous 
proclamations with which the town was 
flooded, and consequently no settlement of 
the matter at issue. 

VAIN OVERTURES. 

The German Consul has made repeated 
overtures to Mataafa, looking toward an 
adjustment of the quarrel and conclusion 
of peace, but the terms proposed always 
embodied strong German interest in the 
tuture administration of affairs, to which 
Mataafa declares that he will under no 
circumstances consent. The negotiations 
have, therefore, been of no avail, and Ger- 
man officials occupy the unenviable position 
of men who have deeply compromised 
themselves without seeing their way clear 
to a retreat consistent with the preservation 
of their dignity, while Mataafa in the 
midst of his warriors rests secure in his 
intrenched camp and awaits the arrival of 
Admiral Kimberly, having full faith in the 
support of the United States. His picket 
lines extend down the coast for a distance 
of five miles, a close espionage being main- 
tained on the road leading from Apia to 
Laulii and Lutuamau. 

TAMASESE LOSING STRENGTH. 

Tamasese, with his forces nuw reduced by 
desertion to about 600 warriors,sstill occu- 
pies a large fort at Lubuaronu. Great num- 
bers of his tormer fast adherents have 
joined the standard of Mataafa, or, grown 
w of war, have returned to their own 
districts. There has been no collision be- 
tween the opposing forces for a long time. 
On dager go) 8th, however, a small detached 
party of Malietoa men, which was recon- 
noitering in the vicinity of the fort, fell in 
with a foraging party of the enemy and suc- 
ceeded in killing one of Tamasese’s greatest 
leaders and staunchest supporters, one Solo 
Futi, a ruler from Matauta, in Savali. 

On February 2d Her Majesty’s steamship 
eng Capt. H. C. Kane, arrived from 
New Zealand to relieve the Royalist. ‘The 
latter sailed for Auckland on the 4th inst. 
This change has been a source of untold sat- 
isfaction to English residents in Samoa, 
whose property he had announced himself 
without authority to protect. 

Early in the month Capt. Fritze made 
known the fact that the consular courts, 
American and English, were considered by 
him as open for the hearing of causes, de- 
spite his proclamation of martial law, re- 
serving to himself. however, the admin- 
istration of the — under the regulations 
of January 18, 1888.

power him to speedily terminate the un- 
certainty as to the outcome of 
the present struggles. Mataafa, firm

GERMANS MEDDLING WITH MAILS. 

Americans and Englishmen still accuse 
German officials of intercepting their mail 
matter and reading the contents for the in- 
formation of their Government. The 
schooner which met the steamship Alameda 
at Tutuila and took on board the mails for 
ass was met by the German corvette when 
midway between Tutuila and Apia, and the 
Olga took all official and private mail mat- 
ter, directing the schooner to return to 
Tutulia and meet the Zealandia with the 
mail intended for the United States. All 
mail matter taken by the Alameda for Apia, 
therefore, was first taken on board the Ger- 
man man-of-war before being turned over 
to the postoflice in Apia. As the American 
mail steamers do not touch at Apia, Ameri- 
can mail matter must pass through German 
hands before reaching the Samoan capital. 
It is thought what hereafter one of the 
American wmen-of-war will 
steamer at Tutulla. 

, WRECK OF THE CONSTITUTION, 

In the forenoon of February 14th, during 
a heavy northwesterly gale, the American 
barkentine Constitution, Capt. Peter Colby, 
dragged her anchors and struck on the 
western edge of the inner reef in this har- 
bor. At the first blow the rudder was 
driven into the cabin and her stern crushed 
in so that she began to fill immediately, and 
soon turned over on. her beam ends and 
sank beside the reef, the hull being entirely 
submerged. A boat had been dispatched 
from the United States man-of-war Nipsic 
in response to a signal of distress, and suc- 
ceeded in landing the crew in safety. She 
was owned by Nicholas Buchard of San 
Francisco, and was freighted with a gen- 
eral cargo for Apia. The schooners 
Mataula and Tamasese were also wrecked.

A VISIT TO MRS. HARRISON AT 
THE WHITE HOUSE. 


A Lady in the Twilight of Life— 

more Sensitive to the Responsi- 
pilities of Her Exalted Station 
Than Alive to Its Privileges. 


WasninaTon (D. C.), March 12.— 
We finished a most excitable week of 
inaugural ceremonies, balls, receptions, 
concerts and bad weather, by calling 
at the White House to pay our respects 
to Mrs. Harrison during her hours of 
receiving privately by appointment or 
card from 3 to 4 p.m. | 

The weather, happily had changed, 
and although it blew gusts which no 
sunshine could warm up, it was far 
preferable to the everlasting drizzle of 
the first of the week. 

We found ourselves a fraction of -the 
select party of chosen friends or 
acquaintances who had the open se- 
same written on their foreheads or 
cards. 

Everybody knows how Mrs. Harrison 
looks on a photograph, but like less- 
favored mortals she presents a different 
appearance when standing before one 
arrayed in the royalty of her woman- 
hood, a living being to be liked or dis- 
liked as her personality draws or re- 

ls. 

She drew us, and we think her one 
of the household type, whose domestic 
graces and 8 ennoble a face 
that probably was handsome in her 
youth. Its features are regular, but 
the bloom of former years is faded and 
gone, but that which is more enduring, 
sweetness, dignity and goodness, re- 
main. A tinge of sadness and fatigue 
now characterizes its expression, as 
though her conscience was more sensi- 
tive to the responsibilities of her ex- 
alted position than alive to its privi- 


leges. 

‘She is simple and cordial in her man- 
ners, and stood at the door of the red 
parlor, with her assistants in line be- 
side her. She wore a black silk dress, 
relieved by a front of white on the 
waist, a much more becoming gown 
than we bad seen her in before. 

In our eyes Mrs. McKee is the most 
beautiful woman of the Presidential 
household. She stood beside her 
mother. She has a graceful, slender 
figure, black eyes and dark hair, a 
brightly intelligent and responsive 
face, and she is always dressed in good 
taste, a little more showy than the 
other ladies. 

On Saturday her attire was charm- 
ing. A dress of black lace over silk, 
the striped panel of the skirt of broad, 
peachblow pink ribbons, which also set 
off the waist with trimmings, and ap- 
peared through the slits in the puffs on 
the sleeves from the shoulder to the 
elbow. 

It is quite certain that society and 
all the world beside will soon accredit 
Mrs. McKee with ability to take the 

lace so well filled in the executive 

ousehold by Mrs. Cleveland, and she 
will be ably seconded by that other 
charming lady, Mrs. Russell Harrison, 
who has y outh, beauty and grace equal 
to any emergency. 

She is well known and greatly be- 
loved in Washington, where her young 
womanhood was spent as Senator 
Saunders’s daughter. 

Both these ladies have little chil- 
dren, and their presence will impart 
that touch of young life which renders 
allthe homes of the world akin, be 
they situated in mansion or eye 
The motherhood of these ladies will be 
as interesting a study as their career 
in the realm of official duty; and the 
three generations—a triple bond of 
family life, something of which we 
shall want to know more by-and-by, 
when the glamour of transition and 
greatness begins to run in its accus- 
tomed round. 

Mrs. Russell Harrison did not con- 
fine herself to the receiving group, 
which consisted of an aunt and cousin, 
beside Mrs. Harrison and daughter.

Going from the red to the blue parlor
